any soil a few loads of barn manure 
will y ield better crops. 
Spread 
it 
evenly and thinly , then turn it under. 
To save blisters is to lose muscle, so 
take y our choice between having the 
soil plowed by some one or spade it 
y ourself. 
A preliminary pulverizing of the 
soil when it is fairly well dried out 
and loose is essential. You can not 
dump seed into a cloddy field and 
get good radishes or onions. A good 
hoeing and raking must come first. 
Oh, the back may ache and the crop 
of blisters on y our hands increase, 
y et to slight labor in a truck patch 
will mean poor y ields. 
l)o not sow any seed too thick for 
every plant needs room. 
Use judg­ 
ment in placing peas, beans and rad­ 
ishes, in the small trenches marked 
across the space for each patch. 
Allow at least eight inches between 
rows. 
From an inch and a half to 
two and a half inches is deep enough 
for all vegetables with fleshy roots. 
Lettuce should be sower broadcast 
at first, then 
raked 
over 
lightly ,. 
Head lettuce is then 
transplanted 
carefully and each plant given spec­ 
ial cultivation. 
As general summary , 
keep 
all 
plants well watered, well hoed, and 
kill all insects that dare to trespass. 
Be patient and watch every plant de­ 
veloped, for after all, ex perience is 
the best teacher.

is hunting up his set of rusty garden 
tools and planning on the 
annual 
back-to-fhe-soil stunt in his back 
y ard this y ear. March 17 is regard­ 
ed by many as the proper time to 
plant sweet peas and get the ground 
ready for early potatoes, peas, let­ 
tuce radishes, etc. 
But, in reality , 
ground conditions and the kind of 
plants raised have more to do with 
deciding when and what to do as the 
initial step than St. Patrick’s day . 
Many ex perienced garderners say 
the signs of the zodiac can not be ig­ 
nored if a successful crop be raised. 
They contend gardens planted with­ 
out consulting the almanac 
have 
grown beautifully —to tops. 
Nearly 
all successful truck growers have 
specific dates marked off on the cal­ 
ender for planting and if the ground 
is in good shape the work is done, if 
not they wait a wile. 
But there are successful gardeners 
who pay no attention to “the light” 
or “the dark” of the moon. 
They 
say the tide and the moon have noth­ 
ing to do with the growth of radishes 
onions, “spuds,” and other varieties 
of garden truck. 
The superstitius 
believe vegetables 
planted in 
the 
“dark” of the moon “go to 
rot,” 
while 
vegetables 
planted in 
the 
“light” of the moon go to k>p. 
Here are the essential rules fol­ 
lowed by the successful 
gardener 
who digs up his 
back 
y ard 
and 
plants his family garden: 
Seeds, plants and soiD must be 
considered at the outset. 
Any re­ 
liable 'seed house will gladly supply 
the very best seeds and plants, but 
as for the soil y ou must investigate 
to see what kind of soil y ou have in 
the back y ard. Heavy clay is a bed 
soil for most all truck produce. The 
best soil of all is a sandy loam or a 
black loose well drained soil.

LAND SAYS LAPP 


John A. Lapp of Indianapolis De­ 


clares United States Has Been 


Criminally Negligent. 


HEAVY 
ANNUAL 
LOSS 
HERE 


Land Equal in Size to Indiana, Illi­ 


nois, Maine and Ohio May be 


Redeemed.

Indianapolis, March 1(5.—John A. 
Lapp 
declares 
that 
the 
United 
States lias been guilty of 
criminal 
neglect, in that it has not reclaimed 
its swamp land. 
He declares that 
the annual loss to Indiana alone for 
this reason is admittedly $1,000,000. 
The bureau of legislative informa­ 
tion, of which he is director, is about 
to issue a bulletin on drainage, pre­ 
pared after long research by Char­ 
les 1\ettleborough of the department. 
Lapp writes the following today: 
BY JOHN A. LAPP 
(W ritten for United Pro«s.) 
Considered purely as an économie 
question, as well as in its vital rela­ 
tion to the public health, drainage 
is a subject of paramount impor­ 
tance, involving a manifest 
publie 
duty in the discharge of which be­ 
cause of our imperfect and inad 
equate 
comprehension, 
we 
have 
been 
guilty 
of 
criminal 
neglect 
There are 80,000,600 acres of un­ 
productive swamp lands in the I ni- 
ted States, a territory equal in ex­ 
tent to the combined area of Illinois 
Indiana, Maine and Ohio, which is 
susceptible of profitable and perma­ 
nent redemption. 
In addition there are 150,000,000 
acres of arable lands which do not 
produce within 20 per cent as much 
as they should because of insuffi­ 
cient drainage. 
These unprofitable, 
disease-breeding 
swamps, distribu­ 
ted over the entire national domain 
from the Atlantic to the Rockies and 
from the Lakes to the Gulf, consti­ 
tute a national liability of 
several 
billions 
of dollars. 
To tliis 
in­ 
credible economic loss 
should 
be 
added an annual wast" of $165,000,- 
006 through the 
deaths, 
disability' 
and loss of earning power 
due to 
malaria germs which 
flourish un­ 
checked 
in 
these 
un-cultivatc< 
areas. 
Three 
states 
have 
approache< 
this subject 
in 
a 
comprehensive, 
scientific and 
determined 
manner, 
and have already achieved results 
which have more than justified the 
prediction of the most sanquine ad­ 
vocates. 
Texas has added an n \or­ 
age value of $25 to each 
acre 
of 
swamp lands within 
her 
spacious 
domains ; 
Missouri has added $00,- 
000,000 to the assessable value of 
her property within the brief space 
of 20 years; 
and it is confidently 
predicted that the redemption of the 
waste lands in 
Illinois 
will 
adt 
$100,000,000 to the wealth of that 
state. 
During something more than 
a century, Indiana has reduced hex 
swamp-land acre hv 2,500,000 acres 
and has added $68,000,000 to 
lier 
assessable wealth. 
But 
even 
as 
late as 1010 the United States cen­ 
sus reports disclosed that upwards 
to 1.000,000 aeres were still unre­ 
claimed, unproductive or only in a 
partial and uncertain state of culti­ 
vation. The annual loss to the state 
by reason of the existence of these 
waste and unproductive lands is ad­ 
mittedly $1,000,000. 
Surely the so­ 
lution of this question by the exinct- 
ion 
of 
the 
indefensive 
eeonomu 
waste and the annexation of this ex­ 
tensive domain to our taxpaying as­ 
sets should stimulate the 
imagina­ 
tions and enlist the 
attention 
of 
constructive statesmen.
